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From  the  Editor 

Happy  Days  and  Good  Fortunes 


Just  two  months  before  Ruth  Austin 
Knox  was  named  president  of  Wesleyan,  we 
had  another  enthusiastic  candidate 
announce  his  desire  to  become  president  of 
Wesleyan  College  — and  to  make  each 
member  of  the  Public  Relations  staff  his 
vice  presidents. 

Let  us,  as  they  say,  start  at  the  beginning. 

After  weeks  of  faxes  and  emails  bouncing 
back  and  forth  between  Macon,  Georgia, 
and  Beijing,  China,  I found  myself  standing 
in  the  crowded  south  terminal  of  Hartsfield 
International  Airport  with  Penny  Kojak, 
our  graphic  designer,  photographer  and  all- 
around  miracle  worker.  I dragged  her  along 
to  drive  the  Wesleyan  van,  or  “bus”  as  1 
refer  to  it.  Since  becoming  accustomed  to 
driving  and  parking  a small  car  and

possessing  a history  that  includes  a few 
unfortunate  parking  “incidents”  with  a van, 
I didn’t  want  to  take  any  chances.  She 
eagerly  agreed.  OK,  so  I told  her  she’d  get  a 
meal  out  of  it  — and  a chance  to  drive  the 
big  golf  cart  around  campus. 

So  there  we  were,  jockeying  for  position 
and  taking  turns  holding  a Wesleyan 
College  sign  waiting  for  four  Chinese  gen- 
tlemen from  the  Soong  Ching  Ling 
Foundation  and  China  Public  Television. 
They  were  arriving  in  Atlanta  to  film  part 
of  a documentary  on  Soong  Ching  Ling 
(Madam  Sun  YetSen),  one  of  Wesleyan’s 
most  famous  alumnae.  As  Penny  and  I 
watched  wave  after  wave  of  people  ascend- 
ing the  escalators,  it  hit  me.  After  weeks  of 
setting  up  their  interviews,  carefully  plan- 
ning their  itinerary  and  shooting  schedule 
and  arranging  their  accommodations  and 
welcome  breakfast  on  campus,  I had  no 
earthly  idea  what  these  men  looked  like.  I 
also  had  no  clue  if  any  of  them,  other  than 
my  contact,  Deng  (pronounced  “Den”) 
Hongqin,  deputy  director  of  International 
Division  of  the  Soong  Ching  Ling 
Foundation,  spoke  a word  of  English  — 
they  couldn’t. 

But  as  soon  as  we  loaded  into  the  van 
and  exchanged  business  cards,  we  discov- 
ered that  language  wasn’t  going  to  be  much 
of  an  obstacle  at  all.  It  quickly  became 
apparent  that  the  cameraman  Pan  Da  Wei, 
mostly  through  facial  expressions  and  body 
language,  was  the  comic  relief  of  the  group. 
Shi  Yan,  the  director,  was  a little  more 
reserved  and  Lin  Xiezhong,  the  producer, 
was  also  rather  quiet,  but  often  had  a glint 
of  mischief  in  his  eyes  and  was  always  the 
gentleman  — as  they  all  were.  Deng,  who 
was  obviously  very  excited  to  visit  the 
Wesleyan  campus,  fell  somewhere  in 
between.  All  of  them  marveled  at  the  beau- 
tiful “forest”  land  surrounding  Wesleyan 
and  the  gorgeous  architecture.  They  could 
hardly  wait  to  get  started. 

After  a very  full  day  of  filming  — it  was 
Election  Day,  cold  and  rainy  — we  (my 


husband,  David,  myself.  Penny  and 
Peavy  and  our  visitors)  headed  to  Q.,. 
Gourmet,  a local  restaurant.  Althoug^i 
had  gamely  eaten  Western  cuisine 
throughout  the  \isit  and  enjoyed  thef: 
immensely,  including  a very  memofoUc 
trip  to  our  local  Midtown  Grill,  DengW 
requested  a chance  to  try  one  Chinese 
eatery  in  our  area. 

We  couldn’t  have  made  a better  choke. 
Restaurant  owner  Amy  Jang,  a native-: 
Hong  Kong  and  native  Mandarin  speakr 
was  extremely  gracious.  She  even  pre- 
pared a traditional  Chinese  vegetable  dish 
that  isn’t  on  their  menu,  brought  out  sr- 
eral  Chinese-language  newspapers  and 
went  out  of  her  way  to  make  the  evening  a 
success.  Dishes  were  passed  and  shared. 
There  was  much  laughter  and  the  aware 
ness  that  our  cultures,  although  veiy  dit- 
ferent,  do  have  more  in  common  than  we 
realized.  All  four  of  our  visitors  said  the) 
were  very  impressed  with  our  then  acting 
president,  and  they  didn’t  realize  at  first 
what  “acting  president”  meant.  It  was 
during  all  this  revelry  that  Pan  suddenly 
announced  that  he  wanted  to  become 
president  of  Wesleyan  — he  told  us, 
through  Deng’s  translation  — that  he  did- 
n’t think  not  knowing  English  would  be  a 
problem  and  he  wanted  us  to  serv’e  as  his 
vice  presidents.  He  also  invited  me  to 
“come  to  Beijing  and  eat  spicy  food”  after 
he  discovered  we  share  similar  tastes. 

After  another  day  of  filming,  it  w’as  time 
to  return  our  charming  Chinese  visitors  to 
the  airport.  Standing  on  the  curb  exchang- 
ing goodbyes  with  the  four  and  a bear-hug 
from  Pan  — each  of  them  proudly  wearing 
a Wesleyan  College  baseball  cap  — I was 
thanked  warmly  and  admonished  once 
again  that  I had  to  “come  to  Beijing.”  Pan 
also  said  he’d  be  back  as  president.  Oh, 
well.  Maybe  in  the  future.  Pan.  But  since  it 
turned  out  that  Ruth  was  the  Trustees’ 
choice  for  president.  I’m  sure  he  doesn’t 
mind  — that  much. 
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For  the  third  year  in  a row,  Wesleyan 
College  students  have  given  the  institution 
outstanding  scores  on  the  National  Survey 
for  Student  Engagement  (NSSE).  WTiile  most 
national  higher  education  surveys  rate  col- 
leges and  universities  largely  on  the  basis  of 
their  institutional  resources  and  public  repu- 
tations, the  NSSE  surveys  students  through 
an  in-depth  questionnaire  covering  academic 
and  social  aspects  of  their  college  experiences. 

Among  all  of  the  nation  s colleges  and 
universities  participating  in  the  most  recent 
NSSE  survey,  Wesleyan  scored  in  the  top  10 
percent  in  four  of  the  survey’s  five  categories 
— active  and  collaborative  learning,  level  of 
academic  challenge,  student-faculty  interac- 
tions, and  enriching  educational  experiences. 

“Nationally,  this  research  group  looks  at 
five  areas  collectively  — areas  that  are  the  key 
to  what  being  a liberal  arts  college  is  all 
about,”  says  Pat  Hardeman,  associate  dean  of 
the  college  and  registrar.  “And  because  of 
Wesleyan’s  small  size,  100  percent  of  our  stu- 
dents who  are  eligible  for  the  survey  — fresh- 
men and  seniors  — are  sent  the  survey.” 

According  to  Hardeman,  administrators 
and  faculty  are  pleased,  but  not  surprised 
about  the  results.  “We  knew  what  results  to 
expect,  but  it  is  nice  to  have  confirmation,” 
she  says.  “After  the  first  survey,  we  were  con- 
tacted by  the  statisticians  at  NSSE  (pro- 
nounced “nessie”)  because  our  scores,  par- 
ticularly in  active  and  collaborative  learning, 
were  so  significant  nationwide.  They  wanted 
to  know  why.” 

The  answer  to  that  question  for  the  most 
part,  says  Dr.  Delmas  Crisp,  dean  of  the  col- 
lege, is  Wesleyan’s  seminar-based  classes. 


“Professors  here  don’t  lecture.  We  come  to 
class  prepared  to  pose  questions.  We  inspire 
discussions,  debate.  Our  students  are  held  to 
a high  academic  standard.  They  are  expect- 
ed to  do  homework  and  come  to  class  pre- 
pared to  participate,”  Crisp  says.  “In  fact, 
our  students  are  required  to  participate.  We 
have  active  learning  at  Wesleyan  and  active 
learning  is  the  best  type  of  learning.  Our 
NSSE  results  reiterate  that.” 

“In  four  of  the  five  benchmarks,  Wesleyan 
scored  higher  than  the  national  average  of 
women’s  colleges,  liberal  arts  colleges  and 
national  colleges  overall,”  he  adds.  “And  in  the 
fifth  area,  supportive  campus  environment, 
our  scores  from  freshmen  were  the  same  as 
the  average  for  aU  women’s  colleges  and  high- 
er than  the  other  institutions.  Among  seniors 
surveyed,  we  were  only  slighdy  behind  the 
averages  for  women’s  colleges  in  this  area.” 

The  NSSE  was  begun  here  three  years  ago 
and  is  co-sponsored  by  The  Carnegie 
Foundation  for  the  Advancement  of 
Teaching  and  the  Pew  Forum  on 
Undergraduate  Learning  and  is  supported 
by  grants  from  The  Pew  Charitable  Trusts, 
Lumina  Foundations  for  Education  and  the 
Center  for  Inquiry  in  the  Liberal  Arts  at 
Wabash  College.  More  than  285,000  fresh- 
men and  seniors  at  618  different  four-year 
colleges  and  universities  have  taken  the  sur- 
vey, which  provides  the  participating  insti- 
tutions with  valuable  information  on  how 
to  improve  undergraduate  education. 

“Wesleyan  will  use  NSSE  results  to  contin- 
ue to  strive  for  improvement,”  says  Dr. 
Glenda  Ferguson,  associate  professor  of 
chemistry.  “I  believe  that  perhaps  our  most 


useful  information  from  this  survey  will  arise 
from  our  involvement  in  NSSE’s  women’s 
college  consortium.  Certainly,  we  can  draw 
more  meaningful  conclusions  from  compar- 
isons with  similar  institutions.” 

Of  significant  note  were  the  considerably 
high  marks  both  freshmen  and  seniors  give 
Wesleyan  for  the  frequency  which  they  are 
asked  to  contribute  to  class  discussions  and 
to  make  class  presentations.  Wesleyan  stu- 
dents gave  outstanding  scores  for  student- 
faculty  interactions,  noting  particularly  that 
they  receive  prompt  feedback  from  faculty 
and  often  work  with  faculty  members  on 
research  projects  outside  of  a course  or  pro- 
gram requirements.  Students  also  reported 
they  frequently  work  with  faculty  members 
on  activities  other  than  coursework,  such  as 
committees,  community  service  and  student 
life  events.  “Many  of  our  students  work  with 
faculty  members  on  enriching  educational 
experiences  outside  the  classroom,” 

Ferguson  says,  “such  as  research  endeavors 
and  internship  opportunities.” 

Another  area  getting  top  marks  from  the 
students  was  Wesleyan’s  emphasis  on  in- 
depth  analysis  and  applying  theories  and  con- 
cepts to  practical  problems  or  new  situations. 

“This  survey  came  about  because  so  many 
people  question  the  methods  used  by  other 
national  publications  to  rank  colleges  and 
universities,”  Crisp  says.  “In  three  years, 
NSSE  has  become  a more  reliable  standard 
of  judging  how  well  institutions  of  higher 
learning  are  doing  their  jobs.  Participating 
has  helped  us  know  ourselves  better  and 
provided  Wesleyan  with  valuable  informa- 
tion we  can  use  to  better  plan  our  future.”

A brief  message  was  sent  out.  On  the 
morning  of  Jan.  16, 2(X)3,  an  announcement 
would  be  made  in  Porter  Auditorium  about 
the  selection  of  Wesleyan's  next  president. 
Quiet  anticipation  quickly  burst  into  an 
explosion  of  cheers  and  applause  when  the 
gathering  of  students,  faculty,  staff,  alumnae 
and  friends  heard  Board  of  Trustees  Chair 
Thomas  L.  Bass  make  the  announcement 
they  had  waited  months  to  hear.  The  Board 
of  Trustees  had  unanimously  voted  to  elect 
Wesleyan  alumna  Ruth  Austin  Knox  as  the 
college's  24th  president. 

“We  had  the  best  person  for  the  job  here 
all  along,”  Bass  told  the  audience,  referring 
to  Knox's  nine-month  tenure  as  acting  pres- 
ident. “We  didn't  know  it  then,  but  we  cer- 
tainly know  it  now!” 

After  waiting  for  the  extended  standing 
ovation  to  end,  a beaming,  slightly  teary- 
eyed  Knox  addressed  the  gathering.  “Thank 
you,  Tom.  1 am  so  deeply,  deeply  honored 
that  the  Board  of  Trustees  has  selected  me  as 
Wesleyan's  24th  president.  I'm  not  quite 
sure  about  the  protocol  here,  but  I accept,” 
she  said,  pausing  briefly  as  the  audience 
applauded  again,  “with  heartfelt  thanks  to 
the  Board  for  your  confidence  and  support. 

“Earlier  this  morning  1 was  in  the  presi- 
dent’s office  waiting  for  the  telephone  call 
that  the  Board's  decision  had  been  made, 
and  I couldn’t  help  but  remember  another 
election  1 was  part  of  about  29  years  ago,” 
the  1975  Golden  Heart  said.  “I  was  running 
for  president  of  the  Student  Government 
Association  here  at  Wesleyan,  and  I really 
wanted  to  win.  Back  then,  we  received  the 
results  in  person.  Someone  actually  came 
and  knocked  on  the  door.  So,  not  unlike 
today,  I was  waiting  for  the  word  in  my 
room  on  the  evening  of  the  vote.  My  oppo- 
nent lived  on  the  third  floor  of  Hightower 
and  1 lived  on  the  second  floor.  So  you  can 
imagine  my  disappointment  when  I heard 
all  the  cheers  and  squeals  from  right  above 
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my  head  before  anyone  had  come  to  see  me. 
Today’s  result  feels  much  better. 

“My  friends  and  supporters,  some  of 
whom  actually  are  here  today,  were  really 
sweet  and  understanding,  and  they  kept 
telling  me  that  I’d  get  elected  to  something 
even  bigger  than  president  of  the  SGA 
someday.  Well,  I’m  quite  sure  nobody  ever 
thought  that  office  would  be  the  president 
of  Wesleyan  College,  but  — Nan,  Millie  and 
V^irginia  Ann  — 1 guess  you  were  right!” 

Millie  Parrish  Hudson  75,  said  she  and 
Knox  became  great  friends  at  Wesleyan  dur- 
ing their  first  year  while  working  together 
on  STUNT.  She  said  her  friend’s  selection  as 
president  is  “a  perfect  fit,  both  for  her  and 
Wesleyan.”  Hudson  has  not  only  remained 
close  friends  with  Knox,  she  has  worked  as 
the  new  president’s  legal  assistant  for  more 
than  six  years.  “We  did  talk  over  her  deci- 
sion,” Hudson  says.  “She  has  always  loved 
Wesleyan  and  has  worked  untold  hours  as  a 
volunteer  for  years.  Wesleyan  has  always 
been  a priority  for  her,  and  I think  this  is 
going  to  be  tremendous  for  Wesleyan.” 

Knox  was  chosen  from  a field  of  36  appli- 
cants after  the  Wesleyan  College  Presidential 
Search  Committee  conducted  a national 
search  that  began  May  2002.  According  to 
Bass,  who  also  chaired  the  search  committee, 
it  quickly  became  apparent  that  Knox  was  the 
clear  choice  for  the  job.  “The  search  commit- 
tee reviewed  applications  from  numerous 
candidates.  They  were  impressed  with  several, 
but  they  recognized  that  our  acting  president 
was  the  best  person  to  lead  Wesleyan,”  Bass 
said.  “No  one  loves  Wesleyan  more.  No  one 
recognizes  the  dynamics  of  Wesleyan  better. 
No  one  is  more  dedicated  to  the  success  of  the 
college.  She  is  qualified  in  every  way.” 

Nadine  lurgensen,  assistant  professor  of 
music  and  a ’79  Golden  Heart,  couldn’t 
contain  her  excitement  when  the  announce- 
ment was  made.  “I  am  thrilled  about  the 
selection  of  Ruth  Austin  Knox  as  the  next 


president  of  Wesleyan  College.  Ruth  has 
demonstrated  her  great  love  of  Wesleyan, 
and  no  one  could  be  more  dedicated  to 
Wesleyan’s  mission,”  lurgensen  said.  “She 
knows  our  strengths  and  our  weaknesses. 
She  understands  the  importance  of 
Wesleyan’s  history  while  clearly  seeing  the 
need  for  us  to  be  progressive.  I believe  Ruth 
will  provide  the  necessary  leadership  to 
move  us  fonvard  successfully.” 

Knox,  a native  of  Thomson,  Georgia,  not 
only  graduated  magna  cum  laude  from 
Wesleyan  in  1975,  she  is  one  of  12  women 
in  her  family  who  attended  Wesleyan, 
including  her  mother,  Ruth  Hall  Knox  ’40, 
and  her  sister  Mary  Knox  McNeill  ’68.  She 
served  as  president  of  the  Wesleyan  College 
Alumnae  Association  from  1985-1988, 
chair  of  the  Wesleyan  College  Alumnae 
Campaign  from  1990-1994,  and  chair  of  the 
Wesleyan  College  Board  of  Trustees  from 
1995  until  her  appointment  as  acting  presi- 
dent last  spring. 

“I  knew  Ruth  when  she  was  a student  at 
Wesleyan,”  says  Tena  Roberts,  who  graduat- 
ed from  Wesleyan  in  1960  and  who  has 
served  as  a professor  and  librarian/archivist 
at  the  college  since  1964.  “She  and  her 
friends  took  part  in  everything  possible  on 
campus.  They  enjoyed  everything  they  did.  I 
think  she  is  an  excellent  choice  for  president 
of  Wesleyan.  She  loves  the  college  and  has 
served  it  in  many  ways.  Ruth  knows  the  col- 
lege completely,  she  knows  the  history,  and 
she  knows  its  place  in  the  community.  She 
believes  in  the  college  wholeheartedly.” 

After  graduating  from  Wesleyan,  Knox 
earned  her  juris  doctorate,  graduating 
magna  cum  laude,  from  the  University  of 
Georgia  School  of  Law  in  1978  and  was 
admitted  to  the  Georgia  Bar  that  same  year. 

During  law  school  she  was  a member  of 
the  Order  of  the  Coif,  Phi  Beta  Kappa  and 
the  editorial  board  of  the  Georgia  Law 
Review.  During  her  24-year  legal  career,  she

specialized  in  real  estate,  estate  planning  and 
probate,  and  smaU  business  planning.  Knox 
has  also  been  involved  in  many  volunteer 
activities  other  than  Wesleyan,  including  the 
Athens  YWCO  Camp  for  Girls,  Jerusalem 
House  and  the  Atlanta  Preservation  Center 
and  is  member  of  Decatur  First  United 
Methodist  Church.  Since  moving  to  Macon, 
she  has  become  a member  of  the  Rotan' 
Club  of  Macon,  the  Education  First  task 
force,  and  the  Ix^ards  of  MidSummer 
Macon  and  the  Macon  Symphony.  Recently 
she  was  presented  an  honorary  doctorate 
from  Ulyanovsk  State  University  in  Russia. 

Wesleyan  senior  Namita  Mohanty  says  she 
was  thrilled,  but  not  surprised,  with  Kno.x  s 
selection.  “Actually,  I would  have  been  sur- 
prised if  her  name  had  not  been  announced," 
says  the  honor  student.  “Her  dedication  to 
Wesleyan  is  absolutely  incredible  and  makes 
it  obvious  that  she  is  the  best  person  for  the 
position.  She  is  enthusiastic,  genuine  and  an 
all-around  great  person.  Also,  the  class  sys- 
tem is  one  of  many  important  traditions  at 
Wesleyan  and  belonging  to  the  same  class  as 
President  Knox  is  really  special!” 

Although  Knox  says  some  questioned  the 
wisdom  of  her  decision  to  accept  the  acting 
president’s  position,  she  never  doubted  it 
was  the  right  thing  to  do. 

“I  accepted  the  position  of  acting  presi- 
dent of  Wesleyan  about  nine  months  ago. 
Some  suggested  to  me  that  this  was  a foolish 
thing  to  do.  As  I said  at  the  time,  I am  not 
an  academician,  I have  no  truly  companble 
experience,  I am  leaving  behind  my  law 
practice.  But  I made  the  decision  then,  and 
make  it  now,  with  the  sense  of  peace,  calm 
and  joy  that  comes  from  the  sure  knowledge 
of  making  the  right  decision,”  Knox  said. 
“Because,  while  1 may  not  have  the  tradi- 
tional profile  of  a college  president,  I have 
something  else  — a deep  and  abiding  love  of 
this  college,  a profound  sense  of  the  right- 
ness and  relevance  of  our  mission  here,  and 
the  determination  to  act  to  carry  that  mis- 
sion forward,  even  in  light  of  the  challenging 
circumstances  we  face. 

“I  am  impressed  every  day  with  the  cal- 
iber of  my  colleagues  on  the  faculty  — as 
teachers,  as  scholars  atid  as  people  — and  1 
am  heartened  by  their  passion  and  dedica- 
tion,” Knox  continued.  “Our  students  truly 
are  our  lifeblood  and  are  women  who 
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possess  immense  talents  and  capabilities, 
women  who  enjoy  being  here  together, 
women  who  are  committed  to  being  the 
kind  of  ambassadors  for  the  school  that  we 
need  and  can  all  admire.  Our  administra- 
tion and  staff  are  a vital  part  of  this  commu- 
nity, and  they,  too,  are  talented,  dedicated 
and  caring.” 

According  to  Natalie  Puckett  Evans  ’02, 
campaign  associate  in  Wesleyan’s  institution- 
al advancement  office,  the  college  has  experi- 
enced a resurgence  of  energy  and  optimism 
with  Knox.  “Her  love  and  loyalty  to  the  col- 
lege as  an  alumna,  already  demonstrated 
through  her  past  experiences  as  alumnae 
association  president,  alumnae  trustee,  and 
most  recently  chair  of  the  board  of  trustees, 
all  uniquely  prepare  President  Knox  to  lead 
Wesleyan  as  none  other,”  Evans  said.  “1  am 
truly  excited  to  be  at  Wesleyan  under  her 
leadership,  and,  as  an  alumna  myself,  feel 
inspired  by  her  devotion  and  passion  to  see 
Wesleyan  continue  to  excel.” 

Knox  shares  that  excitement.  “Some  of 
our  plans  will  include  the  obvious:  meeting 
the  Leap  of  Faith  challenge,  achieving  finan- 
cial stability,  and  continuing  to  attract  even 
more  students  of  the  quality  we  have  now,” 
Knox  told  the  gathering.  “But  we  are  also 
planning  and  will  continue  to  plan  for  new 
and  better  programs.  We  will  give  greater 
attention  to  the  notion  of  strengthening  our 
connection  to  the  United  Methodist  Church. 
We  will,  through  the  Wesleyan  Center  for 


Community  Engagement  and  Service,  both 
teach  and  model  civic  responsibility.” 

According  to  the  Rev.  Bill  Hurdle, 
Wesleyan  chaplain  and  interim  vice  presi- 
dent for  student  affairs.  President  Knox  has 
shown  “it  is  simply  not  possible  that  any 
other  person  on  earth  is  as  well  qualified,  at 
this  time,  to  be  the  president  of  Wesleyan 
College  as  is  Ruth  Knox.  She  has  already 
moved  decisively  to  strengthen  ties  with  the 
United  Methodist  Church.  The  office  of  stu- 
dent affairs  has  been  in  constant  celebration 
over  the  election  of  Ruth  Knox  as  president 
of  Wesleyan  College.  She  has  put  her  own 
stamp  of  caring  and  understanding  on  every 
student  issue.” 

Wesleyan  College  Alumnae  Association 
President  Anne  Scarborough  Hughes  ’78 
agrees.  “Thank  you  for  showing  us  what  we 
always  believed  is  true,”  Hughes  said,  turn- 
ing to  Knox  following  the  new  president’s 
acceptance  speech.  “A  Wesleyanne  really 
can  grow  up  to  be  president.”

“We  embrace  our  challenges;  we  do  not  fear 
them.  The  heart  of  Wesleyan  College  is 
sound,”  Knox  told  the  audience.  “Our  spirit 
is  filled  with  joy.  We  will  move  forward  with 
faith,  confidence  and  optimism.  I am  so 
proud  to  be  your  president  and  so  happy 
that  all  of  us  are  here  today  to  celebrate  the 
future  of  Wesleyan  College  together.”

Update  on  the  Leap  of  Faitk  Campaign 


Wesleyan's  history  is  jam-packed  with 
individuals  who  have  made  a difference  and, 
in  their  own  way,  changed  the  world.  Can 
you  visualize  the  impact  made  by  Sara 
Branham  Matthews,  Class  of  1907?  Dr. 
Matthews  is  credited  with  the  discovery  of 
the  virus  that  causes  spinal  meningitis. 
Following  in  the  footsteps  of  Dr.  Matthews 
are  many  of  our  graduates  involved  in  a 
variety  of  research  areas.  Think  about  the 
influence  of  Thomas  B.  Slade  who  brought 
two  of  his  teachers  and  30  of  his  students  to 
the  college  when  Wesleyan  first  opened. 
Would  Wesleyan  be  the  same  without  him? 

Thanks  to  two  anonymous  donors  who 
pledged  $ 1 5 million  to  the  college’s  endow- 
ment, the  Wesleyan  community  has  an 
opportunity  to  make  an  impact  one  person 
at  a time.  By  participating  in  the  Leap  of 
Faith  challenge,  we  can  assure  the  “oldest 
and  best”  has  the  resources  to  attract  the 
finest  students  and  faculty. 

At  publication  time,  more  than  564 
donors  had  leapt  into  the  campaign. 

Marion  Allison  Webb  *49  wanted  to  find  a 
way  to  honor  classmates.  Never  did  she 
imagine  the  response.  “I  couldn’t  believe  it 
when  the  mail  started  to  arrive.  I heard 
from  women  that  I had  lost  touch  with. 
They  were  so  honored  by  my  gift,”  Webb 
said.  Lou  Beller  *64  wanted  to  help 
Wesleyan  spread  word  of  the  campaign  to  a 
wider  audience — so  she  provided  the  gift 
that  resulted  in  the  Leap  of  Faith  website, 
http://leapoffaith.wesleyancollege.edu. 

After  spending  considerable  time  talking 
with  donors,  we  see  that  a few  details  about 
Leap  of  Faith  need  clarification.  While  most 
have  heard  about  the  $15  million  pledge, 
the  amount  of  the  required  match  isn't  as 
well  known.  It  is  not  a dollar-for-dollar 
match.  Instead,  in  order  to  receive  the 
anonymous  donors*  $15  million  gift, 
Wesleyan  must  raise  $30  million. 


With  any  good  challenge,  there  is  a dead- 
line. In  simple  terms,  there  are  really  two 
deadlines.  The  first,  involving  pledges,  occurs 
in  2003.  Those  who  plan  to  give  to  Leap  of 
Faith  must  make  their  intentions  knowTi  by 
December  31, 2003.  Intentions,  not  necessar- 
ily gifts,  are  made  in  the  form  of  pledges.  The 
second  deadline  involves  the  actual  gifts. 
Donors  have  until  December  31, 2006,  to  ful- 
fill their  intentions.  Donors  not  feeling  com- 
fortable with  making  a large  gift  all  at  once 
can  take  up  to  four  years  to  fulfill  their  com- 
mitment. Pledges  received  after  year’s  end  are 
not  counted  towards  Leap  of  Faith. 

Another  area  of  concern  is  the  Annual 
Fund.  Some  donors  are  making  an 
‘either/or’  choice  when  it  comes  to  providing 
an  annual  gift.  The  Annual  Fund  is  of  critical 
importance  to  the  daily  operation  of  the 
campus.  We  rely  on  the  Annual  Fund  to 
make  up  the  difference  between  the  revenues 
we  receive  from  tuition  and  fees  and  the 
actual  cost  of  providing  a Wesleyan  educa- 
tion. So,  donors  are  encouraged  to  continue 
to  support  the  Annual  Fund  in  addition  to 
making  a leap  with  an  endowment  gift. 

Donors  may  be  able  to  double  or  triple 
their  Leap  of  Faith  or  Annual  Fund  gift. 
Thousands  of  companies  match  their 
employees’  charitable  contributions.  Some 
will  even  match  the  gifts  made  by  their 
employees’  spouses  and  retired  employees  as 
well.  The  human  resources  department  can 
supply  information.  An  easy  way  to  enhance 
the  value  of  any  gift  is  to  simply  mail  the 
form  from  the  employer  along  with  the  con- 
tribution. Wesleyan  will  verify  the  matching 
gift  eligibility  and  return  the  form  to  the 
employer.

Conser^^^ion  and  Restoration  of  the  Wssleyan  Collection 


Entering  the  Cowles  Myles  Collier  West 
Gallery,  the  visage  of  Edward  Duffner’s  The 
Pink  Lady,  a longtime  favorite  among 
Wesleyan  students,  faculty,  staff  and  visi- 
tors, immediately  captivates  your  attention. 
When  one  approaches  for  a closer  inspec- 
tion, though,  the  deep  cracks  in  the  venera- 
ble lady’s  airy  pink  gown  and  across  her 
exposed  shoulders  become  visible. 

The  years,  along  with  humidity,  heat  and 
other  elements,  have  taken  their  toll  on  The 
Pink  Lady  and  many  of  Wesleyan’s  other 
fine  art  treasures  that  have  inspired  genera- 
tions of  Wesleyannes.  That  is  why  the  col- 
lege has  begun  the  first  phase  of  restoration 
and  conservation  of  the  school’s  vast  art  col- 
lection — the  Adopt-A-Painting  Program. 

The  program  was  launched  on  Jan.  14, 
2003,  with  the  opening  of  the  Wesleyan 
Treasures  — Adopt  a Painting  Exhibit  in 
the  Cowles  Myles  Collier  Galleries. 

Although  the  exhibit  itself  will  only  contin- 
ue through  March  7,  the  consen^ation  and 
restoration  program  is  an  on-going  effort. 

“Riglit  now,  we  are  concentrating  on  rais- 
ing funds  for  the  conservation  and  restora- 
tion of  Wesleyan’s  paintings,”  says  Libby 
Bailey,  professor  of  art  and  chair  of  the  art 
department.  “We  have  about  200  paintings, 
and  approximately  half  of  those  are  signifi- 
cant works.”  The  college  will  later  empha- 
size the  restoration  of  furniture,  art  objects 
and  works  on  paper,  Bailey  says. 

Wesleyan  has  been  fortunate  to  be  the 
recipient  of  numerous  works  of  fine  art.  The 
collection,  one  of  the  most  impressive  in  the 
area,  includes  three  Kress  Foundation  gifts: 


the  Madonna  and  Child  by  the  late 
Renaissance  Venetian  painter  Cima  da 
Conegliano,  and  the  Adoration  of  the  Magi 
and  the  Adoration  of  the  Shepherds  by  the 
Venetian  Rococo  painter  Gaspare  Diziani. 

Seascapes  by  Cowles  Myles  Collier,  14  of 
which  are  in  urgent  need  of  restoration, 
form  the  core  of  a significant  group  of  New 
England  landscapes.  Currently  only  one  of 
the  paintings.  Sunset  on  the  Waterfront,  has 
been  adopted  — by  Macon  businessman 
and  current  trustee  Bill  Matthews. 


The  print  collection  is  highlighted  by  a 
portrait  of  General  George  Custer  by  Andy 
Warhol,  donated  to  the  college  by  Wesleyan 
alumna  and  trustee  Linda  Pfeiffer,  and  a 
series  of  colorful  abstract  cats  by  the  revolu- 
tionary Dutch  artist  Karel  Appel.  Among 
the  furniture  and  objects  are  two  rare 
English  Regency  chairs,  a Chinese 
Chippendale  chest  and  two  Satsuma  vases. 

According  to  Bailey  and  art  expert 
Catherine  Rogers,  Wesleyan  currently  has 
147  paintings  that  need  repair  ranging  in 


restoration  costs  from  $1,200  to  $9,000.  One 
of  those  in  most  need  of  immediate  atten- 
tion, Bailey  says,  is  The  Pink  Lady.  “The  can- 
vas needs  to  be  flattened  and  re-stretched. 
The  painting  also  has  some  cracks,  and 
some  paint  has  flaked  off,”  Bailey  says.  “The 
cost  of  restoring  her  (The  Pink  Lady)  is 
$9,000  because  of  the  large  size  (5.58  feet  x 
4.42  feet)  of  the  painting.” 

Three  paintings  have  already  been  adopt- 
ed, among  them  the  previously  mentioned 
Collier  and  Mary  and  Yorkie  by  Susan 
Ricker  Knox,  a charming  “painting  within  a 
painting.”  Wesleyan  President  Ruth  Austin 
Knox,  no  relation  to  the  artist,  adopted  the 
large  oil  on  canvas,  which  had  long  domi- 
nated one  wall  of  the  president’s  outer  office 
in  Tate  Hall.  “1  love  this  painting,  and,  of 
course,  1 like  the  fact  that  the  artist’s  name  is 
Knox,”  Knox  says.  “1  also  want  to  do  my 
part  in  preserving  such  an  important  facet 
of  Wesleyan  history.” 

General  gifts  designated  for  the  overall  pro- 
ject have  also  been  coming  in,  says  Susan 
Allen,  vice  president  for  institutional  advance- 
ment and  member  of  the  Wesleyan  Treasures 
Conservation  and  Restoration  Committee. 

“We  have  gotten  off  to  a good  start,” 

Allen  says.  “Donating  to  the  program  will 
ensure  that  future  generations  will  enjoy 
and  learn  from  Wesleyan’s  fabulous  art  col- 
lection.” Allen  also  reiterates  that  all  dona- 
tions are  tax  deductible.

De  La  Rosa,  Wesleyan’s  Comer  Associate  Professor  of 
Painting,  was  born  in  Selma,  Alabama,  and  raised  in 
Uniontown,  Alabama.  In  1985,  she  moved  to  Atlanta  where  she 
established  a painting  studio  and  exhibited  her  work  with  Heath 
Gallery,  Stern  Gallery  and  Sandler  Hudson  Gallery,  with  whom 
she  is  still  affiliated.  Her  paintings  were  added  to  the  permanent 
collections  of  several  law  firms  (King  and  Spalding,  Kutak  Rock, 
Alembik  Fine  and  Callner),  the  High  Museum  (where  she  exhib- 
ited in  the  Southern  Expressions  exhibition),  and  several  private 
collections.  She  has  been  the  recipient  of  several  awards  and 
grants  including  the  Southern  Arts  Federation  Fellowship,  indi- 
vidual artists’  grants  from  the  Georgia  Council  for  the  Arts  and 
the  Fulton  County  Arts  Council.  She  and  her  husband  Fernando 
La  Rosa,  who  is  also  on  the  Wesleyan  College  Art  Department 
faculty,  moved  to  Macon  in  1998.  Fernando  is  a photographer 
who  has  also  exhibited  widely  in  Georgia  and  whose  work  is 
included  in  many  public  and  private  Georgia  collections.  He  is 
originally  from  Lima,  Peru. 


Music  professor  performs  in  Jordan 

Edward  Eikner,  Wesleyan’s  Catherine  Comer  Professor 
of  Fine  Arts,  has  played  piano  concerts  all  over  the  globe, 
from  New  York’s  Carnegie  Hall,  to  the  Prague  Spring 
Festival,  to  Vale  Veneto  in  Brazil,  to  performances  and 
music  judging  duties  in  Italy,  to  concerts  with  the  Atlanta 
and  Houston  symphonies  and  almost  everywhere  in 
between.  However,  until  recently,  Eikner  had  never  per- 
formed in  the  country  of  Jordan,  a long-time  dream.  That 
dream  became  reality  when  he  was  invited  to  play  a series 
of  invitation-only  concerts  and  teach  several  master  classes 
in  August  2002. 

The  wheels  were  set  in  motion  in  May  2001  when  Eikner 
played  at  a luncheon  for  Her  Majesty  Queen  Noor, 
Wesleyan’s  commencement  speaker  that  year.  “Queen 
Noor  asked  me  if  1 had  ever  played  in  Jordan.  When  1 told 
her  that  I hadn’t,  she  said  that  she  thought  I should,” 
Eikner  says. 

Eikner’s  trip  was  sponsored  by  a Fulbright  Hayes  Grant 
from  the  U.S.  Government,  the  Jordan  Ministry  of 
Tourism  and  Antiquities,  The  National  Music 
Conservatory  at  the  Noor  Al  Hussein  Foundation  and  the 
American  Cultural  Center  in  Amman.  Although  Eikner 
speaks  several  languages,  he  doesn’t  speak  Arabic.  “But  1 
did  learn  some  Arabic  phonetically  so  I could  interact  with 
my  audiences,”  he  says. 

Eikner’s  first  performance  was  a nighttime  concert 
before  the  massive  Amman  Citadel  for  an  audience  of  200. 

In  addition  to  the  master  classes  he  taught  during  his 
journey,  Eikner  also  performed  a concert  at  Yarmouk 
University,  at  an  invitation-only  event  for  100  people  at 
the  elegant  Hakoura  Restaurant  in  Fuheis  and  a reception 
in  his  honor  at  the  home  of  the  American  ambassador 
Edward  Gnehm  in  Abdoun. 

“They  treated  me  like  royalty,”  Eikner  says.  “It  was  such 
a wonderful  experience.”

Trice  Blessed 

Remembering  Reginald 
and  Frankie  Trice 

To  say  that  Reginald  and  Frankie  Trice  left  an  indelible 
and  loving  mark  on  Wesleyan  College  is  an  understatement. 
The  Trices,  who  died  within  a week  of  each  other  in 
December  2002,  were  two  of  the  college’s  most  ardent  sup- 
porters, financially  and  otherwise.  Their  legacy  can  be  seen 
from  the  Trice  Conference  Room  and  Trice  Recreation 
Room,  to  Reginald  Trice  s 46  years  on  the  Wesleyan  Board 
of  Trustees,  ser\^ing  as  chairman  from  1963  to  1972. 

“The  Trices  were  devoted  friends  of  Wesleyan,”  said  Susan 
Allen,  Vice  President  of  Institutional  Advancement.  “The 
impact  they  had  on  Wesleyan  and  her  students  can  be  seen 
everywhere.  Students  will  feel  that  impact  for  years  to  come.” 

Born  on  his  family’s  farm  nc*ar  Thomaston,  Cieorgia,  in 
1907,  Reginald  Trice  was  a highly  respected  businessman  in 
Macon  and  throughout  Georgia.  He  was  instrumental  in  bring- 
ing Interstate  75  through  Macon  during  his  tenure  as  chairman 
of  the  Georgia  State  Higliway  Board.  Though  he  was  95  at  the 
time  of  his  death  on  Dec.  4,  he  was  still  active  in  civic  affairs. 

Trice’s  credo  of  life  and  his  love  of  Wesleyan  were  chroni- 
cled in  the  February  1965  issue  of  the  Wesleyan  Alumnae 
Magazine.  “I  have  a deep  and  abiding  faith  in  the  future  of 
our  countn^  and  of  Wesleyan  College.  We  must  drive  for- 
ward in  the  traditional  spirit  of  our  pioneers,  with  enthusi- 
asm and  optimism.”  How  true  his  words  still  ring  in  2003. 


Frankie  Trice  died  just  four  days  after  her  beloved  hus- 
band, at  the  age  of  94.  She  was  a former  teacher  in  the  Bibb 
County  school  system,  a member  of  the  Girl  Scouts  Council, 
the  United  Daughters  of  the  Confederacy  and  a life  member 
of  the  YWCA. 

“The  Trices  certainly  loved  Wesleyan,  but  they  loved  each 
other  even  more,”  Allen  said.  “Their  72-year  marriage  was 
based  on  equality,  respect  and  loyalty.  They  will  be  sorely 
missed  at  Wesleyan,  but  we  are  all  better  people  for  having 
known  them.” 

And  Wesleyan  is  a better  college  because  of  their  generosity.

Honoring  the  First 
Name  in  Sisterhood 

No  one  epitomizes  Wesleyan  sisterhood  more 
than  Ann  Munck  '38.  When  you  think  about  all 
that  is  good  about  Wesle)^n,  hers  is  one  of  the 
first  names  that  comes  to  mind.  The  Leap  of  Faith 
Campaign  provides  her  friends,  former  students 
and  classmates  with  the  perfect  opportunity  to 
honor  her  with  contributions  to  Wesleyan.  Jan 
Lawrence  '80  and  a group  of  other  alums  are 
engaged  in  an  effort  to  do  just  that.  To  paraphrase 
a comment  Annie  Laurie  Brennan  Wynn  '80 
made  to  Jan,  Miss  Munck  taught  us  about  sister- 
hood while  she  was  teaching  us  about  Chaucer. 

Fortunately,  there  are  two  endowed  funds 
named  for  Miss  Munck  that  already  lend  them- 
selves to  this  purpose.  One  is  an  endowed  schol- 
arship and  the  other  an  endowed  teaching  award.

Miss  Munck  served  as  a faculty  member 
from  1950  to  1988.  Upon  retirement,  a group 
of  her  former  students  established  an  award  in 
her  honor,  the  Ann  Munck  Award  for 
Excellence  in  Teaching.  There  were  more  than 
340  donors  when  the  fund  was  established.  An 
endowed  fund,  the  honor  provides  a monetary 
award  for  a faculty  member  who  exemplifies 
excellence  in  his  or  her  profession. 

A second  endowed  fund  was  actually  created 
before  the  teaching  award.  It  is  a scholarship 
established  in  1970  by  the  PK  class  to  honor 
their  advisor.  Originally  called  the  “PK  Class  of 
1970  Scholarship  Fund,"  they  petitioned  the 
Board  of  Trustees  to  rename  it  in  1971.  It  is  now 
known  as  the  Ann  Munck  Scholarship  Fund. 
Recipients  are  selected  based  on  financial  need 
and  contributions  to  Wesleyan  and  their  class. 
The  scholarship  is  awarded  to  a rising  junior.

The  Wesleyan  College  archives 
recently  received  a gift  of  persqiial 
artifacts  and  writings  from  Betty 
Thompson  '47.  Thompson,  who  lives 
on  Fifth  Avenue  in  New  York  City,  is 
a retired  internationally-traveleil  and 
well- respected  journalist  with  the 
World  Council  of  Churches  and  the 
Board  of  Global  Ministries  of  the 
United  Methodist  Church. 

Thompson's  papers,  which  were  first 
requested  by  President  Robert 
Ackerman,  may  wind  up  next  to  those 
of  acclaimed  award-winning  actress 
Eugenia  Rawls  '34,  (d.  Nov.  8,  2000)  or 
perhaps  the  United  Methodist  Church's 
first  female  bishop  in  the  Southeastern 
Jurisdiction,  The  Rev.  Dr.  (Charlene 
Kammerer  '70,  whose  papers  have  been 
promised  to  Wesleyan. 

ITie  receipt  of  Thompson's  memora- 
bilia is  part  of  a larger  project  to  gather 
alumnae  artifacts  from  individual^t  who 
have  made  a difference  through  dieir 
life's  work.  “I  want  the  collection  to  show 
the  journey  from  a small  lilx’ral  arts  col- 
lege to  an  outstanding  position  in  (one's) 
field,"  said  Tena  Roberts  '60,  Wesleyan 
archivist.  “I  want  scholars  to  be  able  to 
use  our  collc*ction  for  rejjearch,  especially 
research  on  women's  endeavors." 

To  peruse  Thompson’s  papers  is  to 
travel  the  world  with  her  during  a career 
that  spanned  more  than  45  years,  from 
public  relations  director  at  Wesleyan 
(19^7-1949)  to  the  World  Council  of 
Churches  to  the  ( ieneral  Board  of 
Global  Ministries  where  she  concluded 
her  35'-yej6-  career  in  1 995  as  director  of 
public  relations  { 1987-1995).  She  has 
donated  handwritten  letters  she  sent  and 
received  from  friends  and  colleague's  in 
Jerusalem,  Beirut  and  Cairo.  She  actual- 
ly knew  Mother  Teresa  and  she  knows 
Bishop  Desmond  Tutu. 

Her  world  travels  were  chronicled  in 
an  Atlanta  Journal  and  Constitution 
article  on  Nov.  1 1, 1956,  while  working 
in  Budapest,  Hungary.  Stories  have  also 
been  written  about  her  work  in  India. 


Though  she  had  an  interest  in  journal- 
ism prior  to  becoming  a Wesleyanne, 
Thompson  credits  Wesleyan  with  her 
success.  “My  career  was  sparked  at 
Wesleyan  by  my  interest  in  literary  crit- 
icism, journalism,  Christianity  and 
racial  justice,"  she  Siiys. 

Thompson  was  named  1994 
Communicator  of  the  Year  by  the 
United  Methodist  Church  and  was 
elected  to  the  United  Methodist 
Communicators  Hall  of  Fame  in  Nov. 
2(X)1.  She  also  receivc'd  the  Assexiated 
Church  Press  (interdenominational) 
Lipphard  Award  for  Distinguished 
Service  to  Religious  Journalism  and,  in 
1999,  was  named  a life  member  of  the 
World  Association  for  Christian 
Communication.  She  received  the  1970 
Wesleyan  Alumnae  Award  for 
Distinguished  Achievement  in  a 
Profession.  At  the  time  of  her  nomina- 
tion for  the  Alumnae  Award,  a former 
classmate  wrote,  “Betty  Thompson  is  a 
brilliant  young  woman  whose  wiling 
career  and  dedicated  service  have 
brought  honor  to  Wesleyan. . .”  These 
and  other  awards  are  part  of  the  {.xr- 
sonal  artifacts  'Fhompson  donated  to 
the  college. 

Family  photographs  capture 
Thompson  as  a young  girl,  a 
Wesleyanne  and  a journalist.  The  col- 
lection also  includes  books,  magazines 
and  scholarly  journals  in  which 
Thompson  authored  articles  or  chap- 
ters. She  also  authored  three  lxx)ks. 
Turning  World,  A Chance  to  Change 
and  The  Healing  Fountain. 

To  get  a look  at  a Wesleyanne  who 
traveled  the  world  doing  what  she  loved 
to  do,  stop  by  the  Willet  Memorial 
Library  the  next  time  you're  on  cam- 
pus. In  the  meantime,  see  if  you  have 
papers  that  you  would  like  to  donate  to 
your  alma  mater.
